Wo think a 
plain statement will make clear the lawfulness and propriety of the is- 
sue, and that it is entirely in the Interests of the public. 


1. Under the statutes c'f the three states stock can be issued only 


for permanent improvements. The penalties upon the directors for vot- 
ing to issue stock for any other purposes are drastic—narnefy, fine and 
imprisonment. (Laws of New Hampshire of 1897, c. 19, s. 4).
